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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant has amended claim 1 to include a portion of claim 11, adding the language "wherein the controller 
includes voltage sensing circuitry designed to switch on power source output when the electrode and workpiece form a closed circuit" In 
his remarks filed on 3/25/05, applicant argues that this language means that the power source output is switched on "after sensing a 
closed circuit in the voltage sensing circuitry"(see the last two sentences of the third paragraph on the first page of the "Remarks" 
section). The claim language "voltage sensing circuit designed to switch on power source output when the electrode and workpiece form 
a closed circuit" cannot have the meaning urged by applicant (i.e., the closed circuit is sensed by the voltage sensing circuitry) because 
this is not how the invention is disclosed as operating. In the disclosed invention, the voltage sensing circuitry senses the control pulse 
emitted by the transmitter and switches on the power supply if the appropriate pulse height is sensed. There is no disclosure of sensing 
a voltage to indicate a closed circuit, as argued by applicant. Applicant's interpretation of his claim language raises a new issue that 
would require further consideration. 
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
